LEGAL LACHES. 


A Lady Desires the Use of the “Ga-

Plumas and Sierra Mines. 

The Bonanza Gravel Mining Com- 
pany, Howland Fiat, Sierra county’ 
has found the main channel, lost soon 
after the recent purchase by Cornish 
capitalists. 

At the Indian Valley mine, Plumas 
county, new hoisting and pumping 
machinery is to be put up at the 
Blood shaft. This shaft is 700 feet 
deep, going 800 feet deeper than the 
tunnel leading to the mill. 

Haskel Peak mine, Sierra county, 
is in heavy-washed blue quartz gravel, 
just the same as that{of the Bald 
Mountain Extension, with gold in 
every pan prospected. 

Two mills are now in operation in 
the Carlisle District, near Meadow 
Lake, and both of the mines on which 
they are operating are owned almost 
exclusively by citizens of Truckee. 
The rock being crushed yields on an 
average $70 per ton. 

The new quartz mill on Black Hawk, 
Plumas county, owned by Lathrop & 
Co., is running steadily. The rock is 
low grade, yielding $4 per ton, but the 
ledges are large and easily worked, 
and can be made to. pay a fair profit. 
Considerable quantities of sulphurets 
are saved.
